The  area  of  juris diction  is  bounded  by  a  line  joining  Frawle 
Point  and  Bolt  Head}  it  includes  the  Ran^e  and  all  the  water  of  the 
Estuary.  There  have  been  no  special  circumstances  in  1938,  and  no  case 
of  sickness. 

The  foreign  trade  is  siuall .  Three  inward  vessels  with  cargo 
of  a  tonnage  of  329,  one  inward  vessel  in  ballast  with  a  tonnage  of  94, 
and  11  yachts  from  foreign  ports  with  a  tonnage  of  609. 

The  outward  foreign  trade  was  six  vessels  with  cargo  of  a 


tonnage  of  836, 

The  coastwise  trade  was  48  vessels  inwards  -  46  with  cargo  of  a 
tonnage  of  4867,  and  two  in  ballast  of  302  tons. 

Outwards  there  were  8  vessels  with  cargoes,  tonnage  937,  and 
47  vessels  in  ballast,  tonnage  5043.
